Bond Issue Regulation O K ’d 


A $2.08 million bond issue for new construction and 
renovation of Salem Schools got yet another step further 
Monday in the legal requirements needed for its placement on 
the June 8 primary ballot. 
The Board of Education met for only a few minutes 
yesterday noon to pass the needed “resolution to proceed” 
with the 22-year bond issue. 
The funds have been requested to finance construction of two 
new school buddings to replace the present McKinley and 
Prospect Elementary schools, purchase land for the Prospect 
relocation and do exterior face brick repair work at the junior 
high school. 
Copies of the resolution will be sent to county Auditor 
Kenneth Bell and the board’s legal counsel for the bond issue 
ballot attempt.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Vio­ 
lent crim e has “considerably 
worsened” in eight cities that 
the Nixon adm inistration chose 
for a multimillion-dollar anti­ 
crim e program in 1972, a gov­ 
ernment-funded study reported 
today. 
Evaluators from the Mitre 
Corp., a private research firm, 
concluded that the “ high im- 
pactanticrim e program ’’ failed 
to fulfill the Nixon adm inis­ 
tration’s promise of a 5 per cent 
reduction in street crim es and 
burglary within two years in 
the target cities. 
The cities are Atlanta, Balti­ 
more, Cleveland, Dallas, Den­ 
ver, Newark, N J, St. Louis, 
Mo., and Portland, Ore. They 
have received $140 million in 
federal funds for 233 anticrim e 
projects since the program was 
launched in January 1972. 
T he 
Law 
E nforcem ent 
A ssistan ce 
A dm in istratio n 
operated the program , which 
ends in D ecem ber, and paid 
M itre $2.4 million to evaluate 
the results. 
The report suggested that it 
was foolish for adm inistration 
officials to launch the program 
with the claim that it would 
bring about an actual per­ 
centage reduction in the crime 
rate. The promised reductions 
were not “based on any em pi­ 
rical evidence that could be at- 
tair' l ,” the report said. 
I olitical pressures to achieve 
the goal and to get specific 
projects started quickly ham ­ 
pered the program 
by dis­ 
couraging adequate planning, 
the report said. But som e cities 
were able to overcome the 
handicap, 
the 
re se a rc h e rs 
noted. 
Though 
concluding 
that 
crim e 
ra te s 
g en erally 
in­ 
creased, the report said the 
increase might have been much 
greater if the program had not 
been in operation 
The e v alu ato rs a lso con­ 
cluded that the program gave 
officials in the eight cities valu­ 
able training in planning and 
carry in g out crim e-fig h tin g 
projects. 
The evaluators said it’s diffi­ 
cult to judge precisely what im 
pact the program had on the 
cities’ crim e rates. They based 
their conclusions on FBI fig­ 
ures for crim es reported to po­ 
lice in those cities, but they 
cautioned that those statistics 
“are highly fallible as m eas­ 
ures of crim e.” Most studies 
show that many crim es are 
never reported. 
Based on the FBI figures for 
1968 through 1974, the research- 


ers tound: 
- “Long-term, generally se­ 
vere crim e-rate increases in 
Atlanta and Portland ” 
—“ D eclining or generally 
stabilizing trends in Dallas and 
D enver” except for rape in 
Dallas and burglary in both 
cities. 
—An 
increase 
in 
m urder 
rates in all cities except Dallas. 
—The burglary rate doubled 
in Portland but remained rela­ 
tively low in Cleveland. 
—‘‘Baltim ore was the only 
city to show steadily decreasing 
rates for rape.” 
—“Robbery rates increased” 
in all eight cities. 
—“Violent crim e rates had 
considerably 
worsened over­ 
all: w hereas in 1970, four cities 
had rates under 450 per 100,000, 
by 1974, all rates were above 
that figure.”

The New Frontier 


Next to the moon landing, probably the 
nation's most ambitious undertaking of the past 
two 
d ecad es 
w as 
the 
reb u ild in g 
and 
revitalization of the cities 
But while it left some impressive monuments 
in the form of new business and comm ercial 
complexes, it has also left another legacy in 
dozens of cities — acres and acres of vacant and 
idle land not dissim ilar to a moonscape. 
Under the impetus of urban renewal, many 
cities acquired chunks of land in their downtown 
areas and im m ediately razed existing struc­ 
tures, and then were unable to find private in­ 
vestors willing to risk their capital in elaborate 
redevelopm ent plans. As a result, vast tracts of 
potentially valuable land lie vacant in the heart 
of the cities and elsewhere, yielding no tax 
returns, unless it is from parking lots 
In Philadelphia alone, there are 12,000 vacant 
lots, 2,000 vacant residential and com m ercial 
structures and 26,000 vacant and abandoned 
houses 
AN ENTIRE CITY could be absorbed into 
older Philadelphia and disappear like ink in a 
blotter, says architect and urban consultant 
Edm und N. Bacon, writing in “Urban Land,” a 
publication of the Urban Land institute. 
“ Here, in the wastelands of our inner cities, 
lies the new frontier of A m erica,” he says. 
In Bacon’s opinion, “ there m ust be a total 
national com m itm ent to restore or rebuild every 
vacant, abandoned house, to put to constructive 
use every vacant lot in the nation." 
One thing that has been proved over the past 20 
years, he says, is that massive governmental 
program s involving direct federal action just 
will not work Rather, we have to find a method 
of chanelling federal energy and funds in such a 
way that they release a wide spectrum of human 
and entrepreneurial energy on a dispersed basis. 
It is the difference between surgery’, which we 
have tried, and therapy — “ the activization of 
enzymes in the body politic.” 


The Homesteading Program , halting anu 
feeble as it is. offers a glim m er of what could be 
done. Bacon believes, because it engages per­ 
sonal involvement, comm itm ent and identifica­ 
tion. 
COMMUNITY NONPROFIT c o rp o ratio n s, 
w hatever their record in recent years, need to be 
rethought and restructured, he believes, because 
neighborhood problem s will never be solved 
unless neighborhood people have a real stake 
and a real role in solving them. 
A study of how cities are spending the $2.5 
billion allocated in the first year of the 1974 
Housing and Community Development Act in­ 
dicates that they are, indeed, no longer en­ 
tranced by grandiose urban renewal schemes 
but instead are concentrating on housing loan 
program s and projects to restore inner-citv 
neighborhoods. 
Only four per cent of the large cities are 
spending any of their federal aid to revitalize 
their downtown business districts. This is a 
m ajor departure from the urban aid spending of 
the 1950s and 1960s, notes Cleveland Plain Dealer 
w riter George P Rasanen 
Another m ajor departure is the easing of 
bureaucratic red tape W hereas it form erly took 
an average of nearly three years to get federal 
approval of renewal projects, under the new act 
the 
Departm ent 
of 
Housing 
and 
Urban 
Development (HUD) has cut it to less than eight 
months. 
Says HUD secretary Carla A. Hills, “when we 
gave local communities flexibility, they changed 
th eir highest p rio rities 
to 
neighborhood 
preservation. We make no claim of perfection in 
the program , but the first y e ar’s record tells us 
w e're on the right road.” 
Those “enzym es” Bacon refers to mav be 
beginning to go to work

joints with padded polls and 
phony analyses — and heavy 
payoffs in publicity, donors and 
w orkers for underdog ex ­ 
trem ist candidates able to work 
people up in one locality or an­ 
other. 
There is frequently too little 
notice taken of who wins a pri­ 
m ary, too much stress on which 
man does better than expected 
— a result frequently achieved 
by 
m an ip u latin g 
the 
p re ­ 


prim ary polls to give a p ar­ 
ticular candidate a lower per 
centage of the probable vote 
than an honest survey would 
indicate. 
Having done “better than ex­ 
pected” by “beating the odds.” 
he becomes the man to watch. 
Prophets and analysts jum p to 
his bandwagon. So does money. 
Which help him to do better 
than otherwise in the next p ri­ 
m aries. 
In any prim ary involving a 
sizable stable of candidates, 
one not very different from an­ 
other, the extrem ist does best. 
He singles himself out as som e­ 
one d ifferen t, a ttra c ts the 


alw ays-ready protest vote. In a 
prim ary, which after all isn’t 
the final vote for president, a 
good many voters feel ready to 
vote their dissatisfactions by 
turning to a man they wouldn’t 
want to vote for in November. 
In other ways, prim aries are 
distortions. Few people vote. 
The early prim aries take place 
so many months before election 
that voters hardly know the 
men involved. 
Even those who are not ex­ 
trem ists feel compelled to out- 
E 
ro m ise 
the 
o th ers, 
each 
nowing he could not keep a 
fourth of these promises if 
elected There is no time in the 


hurried early cam paigns 
to 
hold candidate feet to the fire 
with tough questions that strip 
away generalities.

y e a rs

p re sid en tia l co n ten d er p ro ­ 
posed to slash the m ilitary bud­ 
get to secure funds for welfare 
projects. A study of his pro­

P rim aries are complicated 
further when a num ber of labor 
unions unite — as in Florida — 
to stop George Wallace. The 
votes here will not necessarily 
reflect the preference of these 
union men as the Dem ocratic 
presidential candidate — only 
whom they don’t want. 
M ore sig n ifica n t perhaps 
than any of the above, is that 
cam paign strategy for a na­ 
tional presidential race is of 
necessity so different from that 
in staggered prim aries that it is 
unusual for a m an good at the 
one to succeed in the other 
unless he has close and com ­ 
fortable ties with the regular 
party organization and large 
sums of money. 
Presidential races are won — 
not on charism a —• but on a 
superb national organization 
down to the precinct, able to 
m eet with and get out the favor - 
ables among the candidate’s 
own party m em bers, independ­ 
en ts and m em bers of the 
“other” party. The candidate 
thus must have 50 broad-based 
state organizations at his dis­ 
posal. led down to the county 
and city level, by experienced 
men. 
A good run in a state prim ary 
depends on quite different tech­ 
niques. A candidate aim s pri­ 
m arily at a sm all group of 
party regulars, those who vote 
in prim aries or who can be in­ 
duced to. In m any races, he 
need not concern himself with 
independents or m em bers of 
the opposite party. In staggered 
prim aries he can carry an ex­ 
perienced 
team 
of 
workers 
from state to state and bring in 
outsiders from labor unions and 
other organizations. 
To sum m arize. Winning in 
prim aries requires a frenetic 
appeal to a sm all select group. 
Winning a national election re­ 
quires a broad appeal to a wide 
range of voters.

WASHINGTON - Here is a 
news roundup from the nation’s 
capital compiled by the chief of 
our Washington Bureau. 
SCHOOL 
STA TISTIC S: 
There are fewer students in the 
public schools these days, but 
m ore teachers. 
That was disclosed in a new 
report by the D epartm ent of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
which compiled statistics on the 
1975-76 school year. 
When all the children had 
trooped back to the classroom 
last fall, there were a total of 
44.8 
m illion 
enrolled 
in 
elem en tary and seco n d ary 
public schools. 
This was about a three per 
cent drop from the 46,1 million 
kids enrolled in 1971. 
The drop in school enrollm ent 
is laid to the sharp drop in the 
U.S. birth rate which has taken 
place in recent years. 
But while there were less 
students in the classroom, there 
w ere 
m ore 
te a c h e rs. 
The 
num ber of classroom teachers 
jum ped from 2,063,000 in 1971 to 
2,194,000 in the fall of 1975. an 
increase of 6.3 per cent 
This caused the pupil-teacher 
ratio to drop from 22.3 1 in 1971 
to 20.4-1 in 1975. 
M i l i t a n t 
t e a c h e r 
organizations have successfully 
resisted efforts of local school 
boards to lay off instructors at 
the sam e 
ra te en ro llm en t 
declines, the statistics show. 
T he 
new 
set 
of 
HEW 
education statistics also show 
the total bill to run public 
e le m en tary and seco n d ary 
schools will be a whopping $66 8 
billion this school year. 
T he 
a v e ra g e 
per-pupil 
educational cost is $1,290 
The report also estim ated the 
average 
classroom 
teachers 
salary at $12,465 
SU N K E N 
T R E A S U R E : 
Uncle Sam has lost his claim to

fed eral 
gov ern m en t 
last sum m er laid claim to a

AUTO REPA IR: If you have 
had a

fender-bender 
accident and taken your car to 
be repaired, you know that 
body shop prices have soared 
out of sight. 
The 
fed eral 
governm ent 
agrees, and has a feeling that 
prices m ay have gone higher 
than they should. 
Accordingly the President's 
Council on Wage and Price 
Stability announced it is un­ 
d e rta k in g an 
in-depth 
in ­ 
vestigation of increases over 
the last two years in the prices 
of auto replacem ent parts. 
G overnm ent figures show 
auto parts rose 34 per cent in 
price during the past two years, 
w hile the price of new cars went 
up only 19 per cent. 
The State Farm Insurance 
Co 
rep o rte d 
c ra sh 
p a rts 
(fenders, hoods, doors, bum ­ 
pers) skyrocketed 56 per cent in 
price during the past two years. 
After exam ining these and 
other figures, the Wage and 
P rice Council 
undertook 
its 
probe. The agency has no legal 
power to roll back prices, but 
its 
reports focusing on ex­ 
cessive price hikes have in the 
past generated enough public 
pressure that firm s have cut 
prices. 
RUNAW AY 
F A T H E R S : 
Local w elfare departm ents will 
ha ve a powerful new tool to help 
track down runaway fathers 
starting next month. 
It 
is 
the Federal 
Parent 


Locator Service, designed to 
use federal data banks in the 
search for fathers who have 
deserted their fam ilies and are 
not contributing to their sup­ 
port. 
The m air weapon at 
the 
comm and of the new agency 
will be the resources of the 
Social Security Adm inistration 
which can check its files to find 
out where an absent father is 
working. 
The D epartm ent of Health, 
E d u catio n 
and 
W elfare 
estim ated the new service will 
enable w elfare departm ents to 
collect $1 billion annually in 
child support paym ents from 
runaway fathers. 
The new lo cato r serv ice 
cannot be used by individuals, 
but is limited to state and local 
w elfare departm ents. 
LIBRARY: The House has 
voted overwhelmingly 378 to 7 
to continue the federal library 
aid program for another five 
years. 
The vote was a setback for 
President Ford who wanted to 
put the library program into a 
g en eral 
ed u catio n al 
aid 
package he is proposing. The 
President's idea is to bump all 
fed era l ed u catio n p ro g ram s 
together, m ake a block grant to 
lo calities, 
and 
have 
local 
governm ents decide on how to 


use the funds. 
T he H ouse re je cte d 
this 
a rg u m e n t 
a fte r 
g etting 
a 
com m ittee report which argued 
th at lib ra rie s would su ffer

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 
former head of the Secret Serv­ 
ice confirms that the late Chief 
Justice Earl Warren once told 
him he learned of U.S. plots to 
kill Cuba's Fidel Castro, but not 
until three years after the 
Warren Commission had con­ 
cluded its investigation into the 
assassination of John F. Kenne- 


dyt‘In an interview Monday 
night, James J, Rowley, who 
retired in 1973 as director of the 
Secret Service, also confirmed 
that he had passed the in­ 
formation on to the FBI in a 
memo to then-FBl Director J. 
Edgar Hoover. 
E arlier M onday, w ell-in­ 
formed sources reported that 
the Senate intelligence com­ 
mittee has obtained a copy of 
that memo. 
Rowley, vacationing in Flori­ 
da, said the information had 
been provided to Warren by an 
unidentified source at a meet­ 
ing arranged by the late colum­ 
nist Drew Pearson. 
Rowley was unable to con­ 
firm specifics of the memo, 
saying, “I can’t recall the exact 
words of the text.” 
The memo provides the first 


evidence 
that 
Warren, 
who 
headed the investigation which 
concluded that Lee Harvey Os­ 
wald acted alone in killing Ken­ 
nedy, ever learned of the CIA 
plots to kill Castro. Rowley’s 
memo was written in 1967, 
three years after the Warren 
commission published its con­ 
clusions. 
Columnist Jack 
Anderson, 
who said he also has a copy of 
the memo, said Monday that 
Rowley mistakenly told Hoover 
that Warren also had learned 
from the source that Castro or­ 
dered Kennedy’s death in retal­ 
iation for the attempts on his 
own life. 
Anderson, a former partner 
of Pearson’s, said the source 
had direct after-the-fact knowl­ 
edge of the CIA plots but was 
only speculating when he told 
Warren about a possible Castro 
retaliation. 
Rowley said only that, “We 
tried to do it (the memo) as was 
presented to us (by Warren).” 
Anderson described the con­ 
tents of the memo to The Asso­ 
ciated Press in an interview 
Monday after the Las Vegas 
Sun reported that a secret re­ 
port in the hands of the Senate 
com m ittee docum ented that 
Castro had ordered Kennedy’s 
assassination and probably that 
of his brother, Robert. 
It could not be determined 
im m ediately 
whether 
the 
memo described by Anderson 
and the report cited by the Sun 
were the same document. 
Sen. Frank Church, chair­ 
man of the Senate intelligence 
committee, said the Sun report 
seemed to involve information 
published previously in a Sep­ 
tember 1963 AP dispatch from 
Havana quoting Castro as say­ 
ing, ‘‘U.S. leaders should think 
that if they are aiding terrorist 
plans to eliminate Cuban lead­ 
ers they themselves will not be 
safe.” 
Church added that he has di­ 
rected his staff to contact Sun 
publisher Hank Greenspun to 
see if he has any additional in­ 
formation.

DEAR DR LAMB - I am 
in need of answers about 
pinworms. 
My 4-year-old 
daughter has been infected at 
least a half dozen times within 
a year At first it seemed like 
every couple of months they 
would recur. The doctor gave 
me medicines to treat her 
Now within six weeks after 
the last dose she is infected 
again 
It seems that the 
medicine always takes care of 
them because I check with the 
flashlight at night 
She always starts out with a 
bad stomach ache, then I 
know enough to check her out 
again. I have four other 
children who have had them 
only occasionally 
When I give the medicine 
the entire family takes it. I 
told the doctor about the fre­ 
quent recurrence. He said 
sometimes the pinworms 
stick up in the appendix and 
don’t get treated He stated 
that sometimes when the 
appendix is removed it is 
crawling with worms He also 
stated that the worms can 
cause symptoms of appen­ 
dicitis, but that they did not 
remove an appendix just for 
pinworms. 
I have also heard stories 
about washing hands before 
eating What I can’t figure out 
is why one child in the family 
is so susceptible An answer 
would bring relief to our 
minds.

Pinworms are a very common 
infection 
Fortunately they 
usually cause more discom­ 
fort than harm 
The most 
common symptom is itching 
around the anal area 
The female worm crawls 
out of the rectal area at night 
and this is what produces the 
itching feeling 
There is some disagreement 
as whether pinworms actually 
cause indigestion or upset 
stomach as you suggest in 
your letter It is true that the 


worms lodge in the blind end 
of the large colon (cecum) in 
the area where the appendix 
is, but they may also be pre­ 
sent in much of the large 
bowel and small intestine. 
There are usually eliminated 
with adequate treatment 
The reason that recurrences 
are so frequent is that the in­ 
fection is so widespread. Most 
likely your 4-year-old has not 
learned proper hygiene yet In 
small children, scratching and 
putting unclean hands to the 
mouth is a frequent way of re­ 
infecting oneself with another 
cycle of eggs. 
The eggs can also live on 
bedding and other areas but 
usually only for a day or two 
because they don’t survive dry 
air very well. 
The best thing I can suggest 
is to make a real effort to 
teach your small child better 
hygiene. Be sure at the begin­ 
ning of treatment that she is 
completely bathed and clean 
and has clean underwear, 
clean bedding and that this is 
carried out regularly. Certain­ 
ly all of the children should 
wash their hands carefully 
before eating snacks or 
otherwise putting their hands 
to the mouth When one child 
in the family is infected it’s 
usually a good idea to treat 
the entire family as you have 
been doing 
That’s about all you can do 
Just keep in mind that they 
are not serious even though 
they 
are

DEAR PO LLY — 1 found an unfinished piece ol em­ 
broidery I had stitched as a child It is six small coasters 
and one large one to put under a pitcher Now that I am 
finishing the embroidery I would like to back each piece 
or finish them off some way Also. I want to thank Claire 
for sending in the way to stiffen crocheted doilies as I 
hud been wanting to know how to do this for a long time

DEAR DEB - You might back your embroidered 
pieces with a heavy cotton fabric. When stitching 
around them leave an opening large enough to slip in a 
piece ot plastic cut trom the top of a margarine tub or 
something similar. Sew opening together by hand. This 
plastic will provide protection for a table top and can be 
removed when the coasters need washing or cleaning. 
Also vou might be able to buy metal coasters the em­ 
broidery would fit in after being tightly stretched 
around a piece of cardboard or plastic cut to the proper 
size. The last idea would be more practical it each piece 
were covered with thin glass cut to size. — POLLY.

a spokesman tor the national 
Center for Disease Control. 
“ We did say earlier this year 
that it would be unusual if a 
major outbreak started this 
late in the year," the spokes­ 
man said Friday. 
"It would be more unusual if 
it went on to become a sus­ 
tained. major epidemic. It’s un­ 
usual — almost unprecedented 
— for major flu activity to run 
into April." 
The CDC said the 875 penu- 
rnonia and influenza-related 
deaths the week ending Feb. 21 
were 339 above the normally 
expected number of deaths for 
that week and qualified as an 
epidemic. 
The federal agency reports 
an epidemic when deaths pass a 
certain level based on previous 
statistics. 
Last week’s death toll, com­ 
piled from a list of 121 cities, 
was concentrated in the West, 
the Middle Atlantic area and 
New England 
The CDC said there have 
been 4.235 penumonia and flu- 
related deaths reported this 
year against an expected toll of 
about 3.700. 
“ We are not at the stage of a 
major epidemic now," the CDC 
spokesman said 
“ Last year 
for example, the epidemic 
threshhold was crested for 10 
straight weeks and there was 
evidence of extensive flu activi­ 
ty as early as December.” 
This winter’s flu season has 
been relatively light until 
recently, the CDC has said. 
The (’D C s weekly report in­ 
dicated considerable tlu last 
week in all but three states 
Maine, Rhode Island and North 
Carolina. 
Widespread flu was reported 
in 15states, regional flu activity 
in 18 states and isolated activity 
in 14 states, the CDC said 
Nearly all the influenza has 
been caused by a strain called 
A-Victoria, first noticed this 
season in that Australian city. 
It was first confirmed in the 
United States in January. 
A 
notable exception 
is a 
swine-related virus which af­ 
flicted 11 Ft. Dix. N J , soldiers 
earlier this month, killing one. 
Health authorities believe those 
cases were rare and isolated 
and not spreading, the CDC re­ 
port said. 
Symptoms of victims o! this 
seasons flu epidemic appear 
identical to earlier outbreaks; 
fever, respiratory trouble, 
muscle aches, and sometimes 
intestinal disturbance. 
The majority of deaths occur 
among the elderly or persons 
with chronic illnesses, the CDC 
said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department says it 
agrees with studies suggesting 
that smoking by minors is in­ 
creasing while more adults are 
giving up the habit. 
The Outlook and Situation 
Board’s report on the tobacco- 
farming situation said that U.S. 
smokers puffed six billion more 
cigarettes last year but the av­ 
erage adult smoked 29'fewer 
cigarettes 
The totals were 607 billion 
cigarettes smoked, a 1 per cent 
increase, and 4,121 cigarettes 
per adult, smoker and nonsmo­ 
ker, a seven-tenths of 1 per cent 
decrease. 
The board projected little 
change in per-person smoking 
this year but said there will be 
more smokers. 
The 1975 tobacco crop was the 
largest in 11 years, the board 
noted 
Even the government- 
ordered production cutbacks of 
up to 10 per cent for the season 
beginning July 1 won’t forestall 
an even greater available 
supply a year from no%v 
The domestic leaf supply this 
season is somehwere near 5.2 
b illion pounds, 
the report 
showed, an increase of 5 per 
cent. About ;t billion pounds 
were on hand at the beginning 
and about 3.2 billion is expected 
to carry over into next season. 
Quotas then will be down 10 
per cent for growers of flue- 
cured tobacco and 3 per cent for 
hurley. Plantings may drop 
some 3 per cent from last year's 
1 million acres, the board said. 
At the same time, the legal 
formulas that use production 
costs as their bases have shot 
the tobacco support prices up 
13.7 per cent. 
Of then 5.2 billion pounds 
available this season, only 1.35 
billion is expected to be used 
domestically, the report said. 
Exports 
in

gained 5 per cent in value and 
cigarette 
shipments 
alone 
brought back 25 per cent more 
dollars. But the over-all volume 
may fall short of last season or 
stay the same, the report’s fig­ 
ures indicated. 


WASHINGTON (AP)

major thing holding up legisla 
tion that would ease the estate 
tax on fam ily farms and busi­ 
nesses is “ finding a tax vehicle 
to hang it on as an amend­ 
ment,” Sen. Walter F. Mon- 
dale, D-Minn., says. 

Gaylord Nelson, 
D-Wis„ hope they can do that 
with the tax-reform bill the 
Senate Finance Committee is 
working on, he said Monday. 
They and more than a dozen

can exempt when calculating 
the size of the estate on which 
they must pay death taxes. 
President Ford has proposed 
to keep the same exemption but 
allow the taxes to be paid in 
iastallments. 
The Mondale bill also would 
allow installments, but would 
cost the Treasury $1.7 billion a 
year through the 150 per cent 
increase in the exemption, he

said. 
Mondale said studies have 
found that a farmer with in­ 
come in the $10,000 to $12.000 
range usually leaves a $320,000 
estate 
The Mondale and Kord bills, 
several sim ilar proposals in the 
House and another by Sen. 
Birch Bayh. D-Ind., all are 
based in a 
belief that the 
present system, erected in 1942, 
now threatens the future of 
small farms and businesses

to sell part or all of the property 
just lo pay the taxes on their 
inheritance, the sponsors say.

The

Mardi Gras, reinforced by the 
rising sap of spring, takes over 
New Orleans and environs to­ 
day.

krewes 
(crews) have formed in subur 
ban areas since 1960. It is a slow 
“ Americanization” of a Latin 
festival. In the city, old krewes 
are high society private clubs. 
New suburban krewes have 
evolved to neighborhood clubs 
out for an annual bash. 
In M etaine, the 200-man 
Krewe of Argus, which chooses 
beautiful women as its leaders, 
expected to siphon off half a 
million people from downtown 
New Orleans. 
Not long ago. only (he aged or 
infirm would have been in 
Metairie on Fat Tuesday. 
In good weather, more than a 
million people jam the down­ 
town area.

He said it 
“ isn’t fair to the taxpayers” to 
require state attorneys'who al­ 
ready have specific duties to be 
diverted from those duties.

Supreme Court of Ohio to com­

The resolution further 
authorized Rhodes toact for the 
m ajority members “ in in ­ 
stituting or participating in any 
legal action in any court.”

The in­ 
junction came after a three- 
judge federal court held that 
the existing apportionm ent 
plan, adopted by Democrats 
when they controlled the board 
in 1971, met constitutional re­ 
quirements.

Bell Reports Incom e 
Down by $19 M illion 


The Ohio Bell Telephone 
Company's 1975 annual report, 
issued today, shows a decline of 
nearly $19 million in net in­ 
come. with earnings of only 6.03 
per cent on equity. 
The annual report contains 
earnings details announced by 
Ohio Bell President Charles 
Hugel 
Hugel said earnings for 1975 
were ‘‘bad” and noted that the 
company’s $62 2 million net 
income is “ well below the $80 8 
million we earned in 1974 and 
substantially less than we need 
to provide a reasonable return 
on equity. 
‘‘While $62 million may sound 
like a lot of money, it’s shocking 
to know that it's less than we 
earned in 1966. when we had $1 
billion invested in equipment to 
serve customers, compared 
with more than $2 billion 
today,” Hugel said 
“ As a matter of fact, in­ 
vestors can earn more through 
deposits in a savings account 


than with the Telephone Com­ 
pany.” 
Ohio Bell's 1975 operating 
revenues were $870 million 
less than 5 per cent above 1974 
Yet. to maintain good service it 
was necessary to increase 
operating expenses, mostly due 
to inflation, more than 11 per 
cent for the year — to $620 6 
million, officials said 
Pointing out that although no 
decision has been reached in 
the company's Nov., 1974, re­ 
quest for rate relief. Hugel said 
that with "Every penny of the 
$216 million we requested, we 
still would fall far short of our 
mon^V' requirements Frankly, 
we’re worried about our ability 
to attract or pay for money we 
need to provide good service." 
He said the company doesn’t 
want "poor service or unhappy 
customers, and doesn't want to 
serve customers with slow dial 
tone and operator answers, de 
layed maintenance or installa 
tion."
